“HERO” THREATENED TO SUE 


Central Figure of One of John J. In­ 
galls’ Best Works Had to Be 
Bought Off. 


In the historical collections, just 
published, the late Governor John A 
Martin tells where the late Senator 
John J. Ingalls got his Inspiration for 
"Catfish Aristocracy.’’ 
When Ingalls went to Sumner (now 
an abandoned town) a young man of 
twenty-four, said Martin, he took great 
interest in such characters as Jonath­ 
an Gardner Lang. 
Lang was a jug 
fisherman in the river, melon rais< r, 
truck 
patch 
farmer 
and 
town 
drunkard. 
Ingalls says that l^ang was 
really a bright fellow. 
He had been 
a dragoon in the Mexican war, and his 
stories of experience» in the west 
were 
intensely 
interesting. 
Ingalls 
used to go out in Lung's boat when ho 
was jugging for catfish, and sp< nd 
hours listening to his talk. 
Finally Ingalls v.rote his “Catfish 
Aristocracy,” 
and 
Lang 
recognii.cd 
himself as the hero. 
He was very In­ 
dignant and threatened to sue Ingalls, 
having been advised by some jaek- 
leg lawyer that 
the articles 
were 
libelous 
Lang lived on a piece of 
land belonging to Ingalls at the time, 
and Ingalls declared it was actually 
true that he settled with Lang for a 
sack of flour and a side of bacon.

Washington.—Unless the members 
of the new congress are more regular 
attendance at the sessions than 
were the members of the last con­ 
gress it is the intention of the lead­ 
ers to adopt rules for the first time 
the history 
of 
the 
government 
which shall compel the presence of 
members at the sessions, and “com­ 
pel" is the word the leaders are using 
when they speak of the projected reg­ 
ulation. 
Bluntly, it is the plan to propose 
and to secure the adoption of a rule 
under which heavy fines shall be in­ 
flicted on representatives in congress 
who absent thpmselves from the legis­ 
lative chamber without adequate ex­ 
cuse at times when their presence not 
only is needed but it merely desirable. 
It must be understood that thin at­ 
tendance m atter has nothing to do 
with politics nor with parties, and in 
discussing it the leaders of the three 
political organizations in the 
house 
ronfer together and in entire sympa­ 
thy. 
They all seem to deplore the 
growing habit of absenteeism. 
The 
records of the last three congresses 
are records of extraordinary difficul­ 
ties at the times when the '-ifort has 
been to get a quorum when impor­ 
tant measures have been up and upon 
which free discussion and a full vote 
were deemed essential not only to the 
good of legislation but for the good 
name of the house. 
Representatives in congress simply 
decline to attend sessions. 
A few of 
them are in constant attendance and 
seem to have a realizing sense of their 
duty to legislation, the country and 
their constituents. 
The few are al­ 
ways on the spot; the many are dis­ 
tant from it and obey the rail, when 
they obey It at all, laggard footed and 
frequently with a manner of resent* j 
ment. 
M ay Fine Absentees. 
Several of the leaders of the house 
have called the condition deplorable, 
and it is known dt finitely that unless 
lecturing and the enforcement of a 
rule requiring voting on all questions, 
is of avail to bring about better con­ 
ditions. the leaders, probably through 
the rules committee or in whatever 
way the thing must be done, will see 
to 
It 
that 
absentees are 
fined 
an 
amount so large that even men who 
have private incomes added to their 
$7,500 a year from the government 
cannot afford to stay in their office 
rooms or in their hotels w hen a decen’ 
regard for their duty would demand 
that they should be in their eeats in 
the house. 
Occasionally in the past when sit­ 
ting members of the house have been 
candidates for re-election 
their 
op­ 
ponents have succeeded in getting the 
records of their attendance 
at 
tho 
sessions and the records of their votes. 
These at times have been of service 
in defeating for re-election men who 
have been notorious for absenteeism. 
It is a hard job to run down the rec­ 
ords on every member of congress and 
it is only on occasion that it has been 
done. 
Until the house office building 
was erected the attendance at 
the 
session was in the main regular and 
large. 
Every member of congress now has 
an office room as his own and most 
of them have two rooms. 
It is three 
minute«' walk from the office building 
to the house of representatives, and 
except under the spur of a desire to 
go on record or in obedience to an im­ 
perative call from the party leaders, 
the members have much preferred to 
be insensible to the prick of the spur- 
and deaf to the call 
of 
the 
party 
leader. 
Show Little Interest. 
Great appropriation bills were dis­ 
cussed in congress at the last session 
with less than fifty men in the house. 
When the time came for the actual 
passage of a bill the attendance would 
be fairly large, but paragraph after 
paragraph providing for huge expendi­ 
tures of money went into the appro­ 
priation 
bills without arousing 
the 
slightest interest in the greater ma­ 
jority 
of 
the representatives 
The 
thing has become notorious and now 
the leaders say that in the near fu­ 
ture they will take drastic means to 
find a remedy. 
The erection of the house office 
building and the providing of comfort­ 
able office rooms for the members ia 
said to have had one good effect, al­ 
though the effect has shown itself not 
in enforcing attendance but in another 
way. 
In the days not long past when 
the members, except such as were 
chairmen of committees, had no office 
rooms, there was comparatively little 
study made of measures which were 
to come before congress. Today some 
of the members do study out problems 
in the privacy of their quarters and 
go to the house better equipped for 
debate than they did in the days when 
all study either had to be done at 
home of at their desks in the house 
of representatives. This advantage of 
study, however, has been more than 
offset by the growing habit of sbsen 
tee'em. 
There are scores of congress­ 
men who know little about what goes 
on in congress from day to day'except 
from reading the Congressional Rec­ 
ord or the newspapers.

CAREFUL FEEDING OF COLTS 


Must Be Kept Growing if Best Horse* 
Are to Be Made of Them—Oata 
Make Good Feed. 


Some people seem to think that 
the colts can live out ln all kinds of 
weather, and thrive on any kind of 
feed that they can get. 
This is a 
great mistake, however. 
Colts, like 
any other young animals, must be 
kept growing by careful feeding If the 
best horses are to be made of them 
Now is the time of the year to pre­ 
pare for feeding and sheltering the 
colts. 
Make preparations 
to 
feed 
them a little, gradually Increasing the 
amount as the grass becomes shorter 
Fix a small inclosure in the pasture 
where the colts run, so that they can 
run under the rails a t a 
gap, 
but 
mares will be excluded. 
If the inclosure is made near the 
salting or watering place the mares 
xx ill not be so liable to toll the colts 
away b e f o r e they are through eating 
Oats, with a little bran 
mixed in 
them, make an excellent feed. 
Feed 
once a day, and lightly at first. 
In 
little while they can be fed twice 
dally and will eat a quart of feed a 
day.
